f The night was hncaid and dark, and 
the surroundings depressing. The train 
was due at 8:25,"but it was 8:38 when 
the headlight of the big locomotive 
flashed ateng the rails, aud the cars 
Stopped. 


The way was cleared, and down the 


pathway strode a body of soldiers and 
tailors, chosen as the body-bearers and 
guard. They were met at the entrance 
«f the observation car where the body 
lay by an 
officer, and admitted at 


once. 
Through the plate glass win- 


dows the casket showed in wrappings 
of the national flag, covered with rare 
garlands and set pieces of flowers. The 
undertakers' assistants removed the 
floral pieces to the vans which were to 
carry them to the White House. The 
Bailor, with drawn cutias, and the sol- 
dier,' with fixpd bayonet, who stood 
grimly like men of stone at the head 
and foot of the casket, gave way to 
these men as though reluctant to aban- 
don their sad duty. 
. Meanwhile, farther down the station, 
tte party on the funeral train were 
'alighting. 
Mrs. McKinley was speed- 


'lly placed In a carriage, which drove 
'off at once to the White House without 
awaiting the procession.

Procession to White House 


Jot beyond the entrance to the sta- 


tion, President Roosevelt with the mem- 
ber* of the cabinet had taken station so 
as to leave a broad space for the funeral 
cortege. 
They ranged themselves on 


the sidewalk In double rows opposite 
«ach other, and stood with bared heads 
as the corpse was carried to the hearse 
drawn up at the side gate. The hearse 
was drawn by six coal-back horses, each 
of which was led by a colored groom in 
black livery. 


Just as the body was being placed in 


the hearse a photographer from a near- 
by window suddenly flashed a light for 
the purpose of obtaining a reproduction 
of the scene. 
The flashlight and ac- 


companying noise made people shudder. 


The bearse quickly moved away, and 


was followed at once by the carriage ot 
President Koosevelt and those aceom- 
pinylng him. Carriages containing the 
other notables followed. 
The military 


were already in line. As the procession 
swept from the Sixth Street station 
Into Pennsylvania Avenue, a deeply im- 
pressive sight

historic thoroughfare

Emblems of the nation's mourn- 
ing were displayed on every building. 
The Stars and Stripes, furled and

Banked on both sides of the avenue

With bared beads and in 


deep silence the people watched the last 
homo-coming of President McKinley. 
There was no music. 
Amid the hush 


of the great crowds, only the clatter of 
the liorses, hoofs, ringing sharply upon 
the pavement, was heard. 


It was 9:30 when the head of the 


procession reached the White House 
grounds, and turned into the driveway. 
The carriage containing Mrs. McKinley, 
'Dr. ilixey and Abner McKinley had

iRixey was the first to alight, and then 
Mr. McKinley. They assisted Mrs. Mc-

With her right 


arm resting heavily and wearily upon

'She was closely veiled, but her feeble 
fteps told the story of her great suffer- 
fcf. 
She was assisted at once to her

well, and they had cont/rlently ex- 
ipected that she would complete the

difficulty. 
Among taose who know her 


best, it 4s dtnbted whether she yet fully 
realizes the calamity that has'befallen 
her, and it is with dome apprehension 
that they look forward to the first days 
alone in Canton.

The Funeral Train's Journey 


Through a living lane of bare headed 


people stretching from Buffalo up over 
the Allegbenies, down into the broad 
valley of tbe Snsquehanua and on to 
the marble city on the banks of the Po- 
tomac, tbe nation's martyred president 
yesterday made his last journey to the 
seat of the government over which he 
presided for four and one half years. 


The whole country seemed to have 


drained its population to tbe sides of 
the track over which tbe funeral train 
passed. The thin lines through the 
mountains and sparsely settled districts 
.thickened at tbe little hamlets, covered 
acres in towns congested into vast multi- 
tudes in the larger cities. Work was 
suspended in field, workshop, mine and 
factory. The schools were dismissed, 
and everywhere appeared the trappings 
and tokens of woe. 


A million flags at half mast dotted 


hillside and valley and formed a thicket 
of color over the cities. And from al- 
most every banner hung a streamer of 
crepe. The stations were heavy with 
black, symbols of mourning. At all the 
larger towns and cities after the train 
got into 
Pennsylvania, militiamen, 


drawn up at "present arms," kept back 
tbe enormous crowds. 


The silence with which the countless 


thousands saw tbe casket containing the 
bpdy of their hero and martyr was op- 
pressive and profound. Only the rum- 
bling of the train wheels, tbe sobs from 
men and women with tear-stained faces 
and the doleful tolling of bells broke on 
the ear. At several places, Williams- 
port, Harrisburg and Baltimore, the 
chimes played Cardinal Newman's 
grand hymn. 


Taken altogether, the Journey was the 


most remarkable demonstration of uni- 
versal personal sorrow since Lincoln 
was borne to his grave. Every one of 
those who came to pay their last tribute 
to the dead had an opportunity to catcb 
a glimpse of the flag-covered bier ele- 
vated to view in the observation car at 
the rear of the train. 


There was no other bit of color to 


oatch the eye on this train of death. 
The locomotive was covered with black, 
the curtains of the cars in which sat the 
widow, the relalives of the president, 
cabinet members and others were 
drawn. The whole black train was like 
a shuttered bouse save only for that 
hindmost car where the body lay guard- 
ed by a soldier of the army and a sailor 
of the navy. •• 


Mrs. McKinley stood the trip bravely. 


In tbe morning, soon after leaving Buf- 
falo, she pleaded so earnestly to be al- 
lowed to go into the car where her dear 
one lay that reluctant assent was given 
and she spent half an hour beside the

Czolgosz was then taken under strong 
guard from the jail through the tunnel 
under Delaware avenue, to the base- 
ment of the city hall and up the stairs 
to the court room on the second floor. 


Tbe prisoner was shackled to Detec- 


tive Solomon, and Detective Geary held 
his other arm; Assistant Superintendent 
Cusack marched in front and a number 
of patrolmen behind. 


Czolgosz is of medium height, of fairly 


good build and has light curly hair, but 
a 10 days' growth of beard on his-face 
gave him an unkempt apearance. Ap- 
parently be feigned insanity, not stupid- 
ity, and his glauce roamed about but his 
eyes were always downcast. Not once 
did he look the county prosecutor or the 
judge in tbe face. 


Czolgosz was handcuffed to the detect- 


ives who started out o.f the court room 
with him. The crowds • surged after 
them, but found the exit barred by four 
policemen. Outside the court room door, 
the prisoner was surrounded by 12 
policemen with clubs drawn and under 
command of Captain Regan, Jailor 
Mitchell and several deputy sheriffs. 
The prisoner was hurried down stairs 
and into the basement, whence be was 
taken through the tunnel -to the jail 
across Delaware avenue. Whether he 
was left there for the night or taken 
elsewhere, the police refused to say. 


District Attorney Penney stated as he 


left tbe court room that Justices Lewis 
and Titus would be notified and 'given 
an opportunity to talk with tbe prisoner, 
and that he hoped to arraign Czolgosz 
today to take his pleas to the indict- 
ment. The district attorney will also 
notice the trial of the prisoner for next 
Monday in <he supreme court, that be- 
ing the opening day of the September 
term.

SHAFFER IS UNDER FIRE

Strikers Want Full Particulars 


of Settlement 


THEY ARE STILL A MYSTERY 


Once Popular Leader Has Called 


Dowu the Wrath of His Followers 
Upon Himself—Union Men Evidently 
Beaten by the Corporation 


Pittsburg, Sept. 17.—Monday was a 


turbulent day for President Shaffer and 
jflhe general officers of the Amalgamated 
association. 
The headquarters of the 


organization were crowded from morn- 
ing until evening with strikers and rep- 
resentatives of lodges where the mills 
were still idle aad workers were await- 
ing word from the leader regarding the 
settlement of the strike. 


President Shaffer arrived in his office 


early in the day, and remained until 
6 o'clock last night. He had ditliculty 
In seeing all wuo came, and finally ar- 
ranged to see individual delegations 
from each lodge, under promise that 
what they learned from him was .to-re- 
main secret, except when the subject 
was brought before the lodge and in 
the lodge rooms. 
The callers at the 


general offices were all more or loss ex- 
cited, and many were deeply incensed. 


Some of the strikers declared tnpy 


would not respect the order calling the 
strike off, until they were given full par- 
ticulars of theisettlement. Others were 
calling boldly for the resignation of 
President Shaffer and another class de- 
manded the withdrawal of their lodges 
from the organization. 


When President Shaffer left the office 


for his home lie seemed much depressed. 
Other officials of the organization busied 
themselves circulating among the angry 
members of the association aUout the 
offices and making a plea for quietness 
and patience. 
It was assured to all 


that the settlement would not prove to 
be so bad as had been represented thus 
far. 


None of those-who did this work were 


ready, however, to give any inkling of 
tbe terms granted the Amalgamated 
association, or how it affected the men. 
Those who were finally permitted to see 
President Shaffer departed from head- 
quarters looking decidedly displeased 
and were muttering much against what 
had been told them. 


Before leaving his office, President 


Shaffer announced that he did not 
think that it was necessary to make a 
statement. 
He said he was satisfied 


that none would be forthcoming from 
the manufacturers, as they had given 
assurances that they would not reveal 
the conditions of the agreement. 
One 


of the officials, other than Mr. Shaffer, 
said tnat it was but natural that nothing 
would be said about the settlement. He 
added that it was galling enough to be 
beaten without talking publicly about 
it. 


A meeting of the tin workers of the 


Star mills was held during the after- 
noon, and the matter of the strike set- 
tlement was taken up. 
After 
tbe 


meeting the men had decided to remain 
out until they had heard from President 
Shaffer. 
They added, that, in case the 


terms were such as to make the Star 
mills non-imion, they would fight the 
battle single handed. The strikers at 
the Monongahela plant of thi; same com- 
pany have taken similar acrion. When 
these facts were presented (o President 
Shaffer, he offered no comniejit. 


With tbe American Sheet Steel com- 


pany it is stated that with the starting 
'of the additional mills the company is 
turning out fully 85 percent of the nor- 
mal tonnage. The report from the Na- 
tional Tube company's mills show that 
over 4000 strikers in McKeesport asked 
for work there in the various plants 
during the day. 
Of fbis number about 


'2000 were employed. The other 2000 
were not employed, owing to the mill 
not being ready for them. 
It is ex- 


pected that they will all return to work 
during the week. 


A majority of the strikers are dis- 


gusted with the sympathetic strike and 
the treatment received from the Amal- 
gamated headquarters. 
As a result of 


the strike in McKeesport the Wood mill 
,will probably be lost to McKeesport, and 
the Demmler is losst to the union. More 
than $1,000,000 was lost in wages.

SOME ASSESSORS' FI6URES 


Most Gains Over last Y«ar Due to 


Blackinton Annexation 


The following figures from the as- 


sessors' books will be found of inter- 
est. 
The amount raised by taxation 


this year is 258,813.27. Thetax rate is 
$18.50 on fl.OOO, which is a reduction of 
$1 from last year's rate. The num- 
ber of persons assessed on property is 
220S, of whom 2.064 are residents and 
144 non-residents. The number of polls 
is 5,730, against 5,775 last year, a shrink 
age of 45, but it is thought enough 
poll tax payers will still be heard 
from to overcome this deficiency, and 
more too. The total amount of assess- 
ed property is ?13,370,447, the real es- 
tate amounting to $11,047,615, and the 
personal property to 2,322,832. 
Live 


stock, dwelling houses and land are 
as follows: 
Horses, 1149; cows, 530; 


sheep, SO; neat catle not 
cows ,75; 


swine, 22; dwelling houses, 3142, acres. 


Last year the total value of property 


assessed, real and personal, was $12,- 
901,809, there were 5775 polls and the 
tax rate was 
$19.50 on $1000. Live 


stock, dwelling houses and land were: 
Horses, 1102 f cows, 482; sheep, 15; neat 
cattle not cows, 75; swine, 72; dwelling 
houses, 3119; acres 9,117%. 


These figures show a gain over last 


year in horses, cows, sheep, a small 
gain in neat cattle, a heavy loss in 
"hogs," a slight increase in dwelling 
houses and a big increase in acre- 
age, due to the anexation of a por- 
tion of Blackinton. On the whole the 
figures will be found very satisfactory 
especially those denoting a reduction 
of taxes.

RICH PHILIPPINE PROVINCE.

From official material compiled in 


the division of insular affairs of the 
war department at Washington an ab- 
stract has been prepared concerning 
the province of Tayabas, which occu- 
pies the western of the two great pe- 
ninsulas which terminate southeastern 
Luzon. It has an area of 2,334 square 
miles, with an acreage of 1,483,760, or 
more than twice the size of Rhode Is- 
land. There is a main central chain of 
mountains which sends out lateral 
ranges toward toe Pacific Visayan and 
Mindoro gf&coasts and ranges in eleva- 
tion from 400 to 2,250 feet. The Taya- 
bas river, the largest stream, has from 
six to twelve feet depth near its mouth. 
The shores of this province are indent- 
ed by three of the largest and finest 
bays in the archipelago. 
Its popula- 


tion is 109,780, nearly as much as that 
of the state of Delaware. The inhabit- 
ants are Tagalogs and Bicols, both lan- 
guages being- tpoken. There are twen- 
ty-three towns and 425 villages, besides 
rural settlements. The capital, Lucena, 
a port of entry, telegraph and military 
station, with a population of 10,712, 
the second in size In the province, is 
well built. 


Indications of coal are found In sev- 


eral parts of the province. Among 
many valuable woods the dumgal may 
be mentioned. This tree produces a 
bitter wood, from which cups are made, 
and has a medicinal value.

standing In the cupa In a few hours ac- 
quires a taste and effect similar to qui- 
nine. The InBabitants are largely en- 
gaged In the manufacture of hats, ci- 
gar cases and boxes. 
More than 300 


looms are operated in weaving hemp 
and pineapple fiber. There, are also 
forty mills engaged in making oil from j 
the cocoanut.

Mike Czolgosz did not care to talk 
much regarding his brother and said 
he knew nothing regarding the anarch- 
istic sentiments held by Leon. He ad- 
mitted, however, that be himself had 
been a socialist, but asserted that he 
bad repudiated the doctrines of that 
sect. 


"I do not believe that Leon shot the 


president because of any affiliation 
with anarchists," he said. "He must 
have7 been paid by some one to commit 
the foul deed."

He afterward met and 
talked with a man who was directly 
behind Czolgosz when the fatal shot 
was fired.

Emma Goldman, the queen of an- 


Ifcrchy, who has just been arrested, first 
came Into prominence In New York 
during the oread -riots of the spring 
and summer of 1893 growing out of 
the cloakmakers' strike, says the New 
York World. Since then she has been 
the most reckless of all the incendiary 
epeechmakers in the ranks of the an- 
archists In the United States. The 
characte^of the woman and her doc- 
trines is best shown by her speeches. 
In these she has repeatedly said: 


"I do not believe in God. 
"When I die, I would rather go to 


bell than to heaven. All tyrants go to 
heaven. 


"I am against all laws. 
"The marriage relation Is a sham." 
When the anarchist Michael Angelo 


Golli assassinated Prime 
Minister 


Ganovas of Spain, New York anarch- 
ists held a meeting in Clarendon hall, 
Aug. 18, 1899, to applaud the murder, 
and Emma Goldman was the chief 
speaker. In part she said: 


"President 
McKinley and 
Mark 


Hanna are shedding crocodile tears 
over the killing of Canovas del Cas- 
tillo. In their own hearts they are say- 
Ing, 'Perhaps I shall be the next.'" 


Emma Goldman spent ten months In 


the penitentiary on Black well's island 
for a speech she made In Union square 
on Aug. 21j 1893, during the bread 
riots. She was convicted of Inciting 
to riot 


It was her lover, Henry Berkman, 


who shot Henry C. Prick of the Car- 
negie mills. After her fashion of mar- 
riage she had been his wife and pub- 
licly gloried In Berkman's act, which 
she Inspired. The woman's strange 
power has made her the high priestess 
of the most rabid and fanatical of the 
anarchists. 


On the east side she is known as the 


"Little Firebrand." Her views are ex- 
treme and revolutionary even for the 
average run of anarchists. Beside her 
Herr Most is almost conservative. Be- 
tween Emma Goldman and Most there 
has been a long feud. It is said that at 
one time they were married. She at- 
tempted to cowhide him at an an- 
archist meeting on the east side upon 
one occasion. 


Emma Goldman Is thirty-three years 


old, short, pudgy of figure, hard fea- 
tured and frowsy In appearance. Her 
voice is shrill and unpleasant 
Her 


hair Is light brown and her eyes bluish 
gray. Her chin shows determination. 


She Is a remarkably fluent talker and 


never fails to excite her anarchist 
bearers to a high pitch. She speaks 
Russian, German, English and French 
and writes Spanish and Italian. She 
was born In Russia, but was educated 
in Germany. She was married when she 
,was seventeen, and according to re- 
port has had several husbands since. 
She married a tailor in New York sev- 
eral years ago, but quit him. She is 
said to have lived with Charles Tim- 
merman, a New York anarchist, who 
was sent to prison for six months for 
Inciting riot 


When she is in New York, the Gold- 


man woman makes her home on the 
east side. She spends much of her 
time In back rooms of saloons where 
anarchists gather. 
A crowd of ad- 


mirers constantly surrounds her. She 
bates women and her life has been 
passed mostly among men. Her fea- 
tures are almost masculine. She form- 
erly worked in a sweatshop and Is said 
to have been a tralacd nurse. Of late 


bedtime La* .x—a (.•riucipally spent in 
Cleveland, St. Louis and Chicago, at 
all of which places are groups of an- 
archists. Her parents live at Roches- 
ter. They are not anarchists, but sym- 
pathize with her work. 


How McKinley Won » Hone Race. 
It Is difficult to imagine that the dig- 


nified president of the United States, 
William McKinley, ever rode a race 
horse, but one who- saw him do it tells 
this story, says the Philadelphia Satur- 
day Evening Post: 


"I have known William McKinley 


since he was a youngster, and he won 
a horse race for me at Youngstown, O., 
when he was a mere strip of a lad of 
fourteen. At that time I was dealing 
hi fast horses, and I Had a promising 
little runner entered at the Youngs- 
town fair.. I offered young McKinley 
$1 to ride my horse and promised to 
give him $5 more if he could ride him 
to win. 


"The boy was willing enough, but be- 


fore he would consent he went to se- 
cure his father's permission. His fa- 
ther said the'boy could do as he pleased, 
and he decided to try it Well, the long 
and short of it was that McKinley won 
the race, and his luck seems to have 
stayed with him, for, so far as I can 
see, he has won every race he ever en- 
tered." 


Uany Eager to Accompany McKinley. 


Many in the Buffalo club the other 


night said they would mortgage their 
homes, If necessary, if they could be 
permitted to return on the train which 
at the proper time will bear President 
McKinley to Washington, says a Buf- 
falo dispatch to the New York Sun.

Instead of 
meeting the president, I walked In on 
a chap I had never seen before, and 
he arose and politely exclaimed: 


" 'It is all right, senor. At midnight 


last night the president was bounced 
out and I was bounced In.' 
" 'But I heard no rumpus,' I said. 
" 'Oh, no! We just killed him quiet- 


ly and established the new government. 
What can I do for the Senor Ameri- 
cano?' 


"It had been a revolution with only 


one man killed and hardly a sleeper 
aroused," said the speculator, "and 
when I spoke of it in a complaining 
way to the landlord of the inn he re- 
plied: 


"'Oh, well, why make a fuss and 


wake up the children over these tri- 
fles? "

'Accumulating filth is a prolific source 


of disease, especially gapes. 


One ounce of sulphuric acid dissolved 


In a gallon of water, sprinkled about 
the yard, will kill the germs of chicken 
cholera. 


One of the best ways of giving bones 


to fowls is to pound them into small 
bits, so that the fowls can swallow 
them readily. 


After the poultry quarters are cleaned 


up sprinkle them with a solution of two 
gallons of water, one gill of carbolic 
acid and one pound of copperas. 


The main feature of the bantam is Its 


small size. In breeding them every 
other point should be sacrificed in or- 
der to have them as small as possible. 


Leaving out the fact that a. large 


profit can be made in raising poultry 
and eggs for market, a greater profit 
can be made in raising the same for 
home use. 


In working up the breeding yards it 


Is better to have a small cockerel and 
large hens tha.n a large cockerel and 
small hens unless some special object 
is to be desired.

Praise From McKinley 


Rev. Dr, James E. C. Sawyer, pas- 


tor of the" Methodist church in Wil- 
liamstown, has a letter which ho pri- 
zes highly. It was written to him by 
the late president, William McKinley, 
and is a recognition of a poem which 
was written by Dr .Sawyer in April, 
following President McKinley's sec- 
ond inaugural address. Words uttered 
by the president in this address in- 
spired the poem and it was written 
with the lines quote dat the beginning. 


The poem was first printed in the 


Syracuse Post-Standard, and 
it has 


been copied by many other papers. 
Dr. Sawyer was editor of a religious 
paper in Syracuse at the time. The 
poem came to the attention of 
the 


president and he promptly wrote Dr. 
Sawyer a personal letter regarding it. 
The j>o^m is given below: 


SAVED BY FAITH. 


The prophets of evil were not the 


builders of the Republic, nor in its 
crises have they saved or served it.— 
President McKinley's Second Inaugu- 
ral. 


In faith our fathers made our land 


The home of freedom and of light: 


Heroic faith in God's right hand 


Flung out our flag with glory bright. 


In faith their sons have gladly died 


To ^teep our flag, our 
Jand, 
still 


whole; 


In loyal hearts life's crimson tide 


Throbs with the faith o,f freedom's 


soul, 


'Twas faith in freedom, faith in God,

Might be Made Profitable Venture of 


This Section 


Editor of the Transcript_i 
wouia 


like miough your columns to call at- 
tention to the fact that some 
very 


choice peaches are being raised in this 
city, and to state my belief that ueach 
growing might be made a 
profitable 


industry in this valley. I have no 
doubt that such a 
suggestion 
will 


sound to tiie majority of 'he people 
like the dream of the dreamer, but I 
certainly 
know 
what I im taikiae 


about( so far as peaches on a small 
scale is 
concerned. I know of more 


than one garden in this city where the 
choicest 
sort of 
peaches have been 


raised for the last few years and the 
question 
that presents itself to my 


mind is, if they can be grown in gar- 
dens why not in fields, 


And if they can be grown in fields 


as well as in gardens it would certain- 
ly be a profitable industry, for there 
is always s. ready sale for poaches 
at good prices and everybody knows 
that home grrown fruit( delivered fresh 
and sound, would bring better prices 
than the 
imported article, 
which is 


bound to suffer more or less by trans- 
portation. 


Until within a: few years 1 supposed 


that peaches could 
be 
successfully 


raised only far south, of the 
Hoosac 


valley, but what some of my neigh- 
bors have done convinces me that it is 
a mistake. I know of a considerable 
number of peach trees in this citv 
which are today propped i<p to keep 
them from breaking under their heavy 
burdens of choice fruit, and this is 
not the first season that I have noticed 
this condition. NOW., as I have said 
before, 
if 100* 'or 1000 trees can 
be 


mads to do as well asg i rev/ in a srar- 
dent there can be na Subt that this 
fruit can be raised here at a profit. 


I am aware *ha(t this suggestion 


will sound strangely to some, who may 
have overlooked the fact that the cli- 
mate 
of this region Ts by no means 


what it once was. The winters have 
grown mucn milder, as observing peo- 
ple are well aware, and there is not so 
much 
danger 
from early frosts as 


there was 25 'or 50 years ago. 
Crocs 


that will sell readily at good prices are 
what the farmers are looking for, and 
the peach experiment is one that can 
be made on a small scale ar>a without 
large outlay. If it proved successful, 
it would be an easy matter to branch 
out, for the propagation 
of 
peach 


trees 
is one of the easiest things in 


the world. 


I make no charge for these sugges- 


tions and ^ may be 
possible 
that 


they are worth nothing, but as an in- 
terested 
observer of what has been 


accomplished in this line in a small 
•way, I sh'ould like to see some on« 
who 
has a piece of suitable ground.
